Letters from Germany,

Suspar, May 15th: Land Ho! When we
nwoke at six, we weré in the muddy waters
of the Elbe ; at seven we breaklusted, and a1
nine or ten we had exchanged the Holsatia for
n litle steamer, which took ua in two hours to
Hamburg, Dear old boat ! There came a leel-
ing of sadness over us, na we looked at it for
the Inst time, remembering all the good thmes
for the last fourteen duys; nbd with hearty
good will, we gave threa cheers as our bowt
glided nway from under her tall side, A love-
ly rideit was, paat elegant villns, and near,
prety thatelhied cottages, green fivlds and one
fine, lnrge custle. We could not find words
to express our enthusinsm in oug first view of
Germany.,  Arrived at the city, wo took hnck
for Bt Petersburg Hotel, Buch queer old
bouses as we passed, with very steep roofs,
balfl a dozen stories high, and covered with
windows in front,  some of the strects are
very narrow, so that we could hardly pnss n
carringe, and the door-steps of the houses
within a foot of the edge of the sidewall.—
Buta great cinnge appenred as we reached
the street our hotel §s on.  This hotel is situa-
ted most beautitully on the river Alster,
port of which is enclosed with stone, so tha
it forms u lnke, or “Inner Alster”  All around
are the most lovely promenades, immensely
wide, beyond which s the earralge-way, nnd
vlegant residences, such a series ns s not to
be seen in ull Europe.  Beyond the Verbin.
dungbubn is the outer Alster, It flows south,
and under a fine, new bridge, by the side ol
our hotel. Imagine the effect of this lovely
sheet of waler, in the evening lighted by
nbout 80 gns burners around i1, Tt reminds
one of Yenice. Tbere are many hotels around
this Inner Alstur; the 81 Petersbureg is 1he
best,  We ordered a light lunch immedintely,
and at four o'clock, we dressed for the table de
kote—the only meal a day given without or-
ders.  Most of the purty felt the motion of the
bont still, but I did not.  The divner was ex-
cellent, bul not &0 cluborate ns we liwve been
necastomed to for the last two weeks, As the
most of the party had something else to do, [
toon o walk slone around the “Alster,” enjoy-
idg it hugely, At the right upper corner of it,
on n knoll, is the Gallery of Fine Arts, buili
in 1867, Stumbling on it as I did, it filled me
with delight.  Buatues of ull the eelebrated
pulnters and sculptors are set in niches o the
wall—the two most prominent, thase of Mi-
chuel Angelo and Raphael. I wus led on a lit-
tle beyond, to & lovely spot—a small sheet of
water, lending down to which are deep lawns,
filled with trees, with stwiely maunsions for the
back-ground. In front of the gallery 1san ex-
quisite bronze: statue of Schilller, with four
female figures at the buse, representing Poe-
try, Philosophy, Justice, and one I do not re-
cull.

Fireworks,

The New York Evening Post furnishes some
fucts concerning the wmanufucture and vse of
fireworks, in whbich “children of a larger
growth' will just now be interested ;

Contrary to the general impression the
trade in fireworks has increased rapidly
during the past few vears,  All the man-
utacturers are producing larger guanti-
ties than ever belore, ndeed, one well
known honse made estimates at the be-
ginning of the manuficturing season on
the basis of an increase of thirty-five 1o
forty per cent. of production and sale,
and this has been found fae to small,

The amount of Chinese crackers im-
ported the present year exceeds hy filty
thousand boxes the importations ot uny
previous year, The totnl importations
approximate two huodred and tifty thou-
sanid boxes, representing a cash value of
more than halt a willion dollars, all 1o
be barned up by patriotic boys in one
day. The Chivese crackers are of differ-
ent grades, vosting from 82 75 1o 40 a
box, and some of the larger sizes solil
are waranted to evack the largest & thick-
est plate gluss window that ean be found.
About two hundred and fifvy thonsand
dollars’ worth of torpedocs are made in
this country annually, Aside from these,
rockets nmf Romen candles constitnte
twao-thirds of all the fireworks manufac-
tured here, Some idea of the importunce
of these three items can be formed from
the fact that a single firm has made this
year about 50,000,000 torpedoes, 250,000
rockets which will burst in over 8,000,
000 stars, and over 500,000 Roman ean-
dles, containing about 2,000,000 stors,

Large sums of money are spent yearly
in new devices for exlibitional pieces fur
municipal celebrations.  For instance,
in this city there arve public displays usu-
ally at filteen different points, the cost
of which ean be roughly estimated at
filteen thousand dollars, The emnller
citien, such as Troy, Utiea, Rochester,
Syracuse, and so forth, spend suins year-
ly varying from #500 Lo #5,000. Boston
usnally spends the latter amount on her
public display ; Baltimore about £3000;
Chicago an equal amount ;3 Cincinnati
about $2,000. The cost of exhibition
pieces, as the larger and more elaborate
designs are called, reach as high as
$500 which was the value of a single

jece exhibited o this eity in 1880, The
highnt price of those made for the or-
dinary trade is about §25,

Colored paper balloons have largely
increased in favor of late. Formerl
their snle was chiefly confined to large
cities, but now there is a demand for
them all over the country, They vary
in size from five 1o thirty feet in circum-
ference, and the price from 82 to #18 a
dozen. The demand for Chinese lauterns
increass every year, Some few are
bronght from China, and & still smaller
number, being those of most elaborate
